ST. JOSEPH, Mo., March 26.— 
The Republican State Convention 
convened at noon today with an 
announcement by James A. Finch, 
Missouri manager of former Gov. 
Lowden's campcign for the presi- 
dency, that only an indorsement 
would be sought for the candidacy 
of the Illinoisan, instead of the 
iron-clad delegate instructions, 
which Lowden managers had stat- 
ed they would demand. 

Last night an ineffective effort 
was made in a caucus of Lowden 
Supporters to determine the exact 
Lowden strength among the 10381 
county delegates.

AIRCRAFT CARRIER 
DAMAGES CANAL 


U. §.-S. Lexington Wrecks 
Rail on Panama Lock and 
Knocks Down Posts. 


By the Associated Press. 
BALBOA, Canal Zone, March 


26.—Damaged locks and the 
scraped sides of the U. 8. 5S. Lex- 
ington today testified to the diffi. 
culty the giant aircraft carrier had 
in passing through the Panama 
Canal. ay ‘ 

A high wind blowing at the time 
of the journey yesterday made the 
handling of the big vessel difficult. 

Three heavy concrete lampposts | 
were torn down as the ship passed 
through the three chambers of the 
Gatun locks at the Atlantic end of 
the canal. As she started down to 
the Pacific at the Pedro Miguel 
lock another lamppost was demol- 
ished and a heavy steel handrail 
running along the top of the lock 
was crushed. 

The ship, which is 106 feet across 
at its widest point and 888 feet 
long, had a narrow margin of 
clearance and was scraped. The 
locks are 110 feet wide and 1000 

feet long. 
The Lexington got through the 
canal in less time than the aircraft 
carrier Saratoga, which is ef the 
same size, taking 13 houra, while 
it took the Saratoga three days to 
pass from Cristobal to Balboa,

000,000. Naturally, a survey and 
report which would show the 
proper and probable future rela- 
tions of its service to transporta- 
tion facilities generally, must be of 
greatest value to it. 

At Expense of Company. 

“The company, although operat- 
ing wholly within this city and ad- 
joining suburban territory, is under 
the jurisdiction of the State Public 
| Service Commission, and all pro- | 

ceedings, such as valuation and 
| rate hearings, which have affected 
| it, or in which it has been inter- 

ested, have, under the law, been 
'at its expense. The same law ap- 
plies to investigations concerning 

other utilities. ‘ 

“The present question being so 
| closely related to other questions 

which concern the company and 
| which are determined solely at its 
expense, it appeared to me entirely 
| proper to require the company to 
| bear the cost of the gurvey. In 

Pennsylvania, in fact, a similar 
| survey of conditions in Philadel- 
| phia was ordered by the State 

Commission at the expense of the 
_local transportation company. 

“An examination of the proposed 
| ordinance will show that it con- 
| tains, in Section 4, an out-and-out 
| appropriation, out of municipal 
| revenue, of $100,000. This obli- 
| gates the city for the cost in the 
first instance, and if the money 
can be obtained from any other 
source, it will not be necessary to 
call on the street car company for 
reimbursement. 

“However, to provide for such 
reimbursement, if the money can- 
'not be obtained otherwise, upon 
the theory, as I have stated, that 
| payment for the survey by the 
company will not-be improper or 
| inconsistent with the custom pre- 
| vailing for similar investigations, 
the same.section provides that, 
subject to the approval of our local 
| Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, as well as the approval of 
_the State Public Service Commis- 
sion, the moneys expended out of 
the city treasurer. may be recov- _ 

ered from the St. Louis .Public 
| Service Co., provided that the 
| cOmpany, by its written accept- 
_ance of the ordinance, obligates 
| itself to this effect.

{+ In Rome the ceremony was held 
in the famous Paizza del Popolo, 
from which Rome's conquering Je- 
gions wended their way northward 
nearly 2000 years ago. More than 
25.000 “Avanguardisti” youths and 
youngsters from 8 years upward 
belonging to the “Balilla” literally 
choked the square. 

They strained their lungs in the 
Fascist yell when Mussolini ap- 
peared. Contrary to expectations, 
the Duce made no speech but he 
listened as they took the Fascist 
oath and then reviewed their pha- 
lanxes as they passed before him 
while the bands played “Giovinez- 
za,” the Fascist hymn of youth. 

The oath was given to the new 
members of the party who had 
heached their eighteenth year. The 
boys said: 

“T swear to execute the orders 
of the Duce without discussion 
and serve with all my force, if need 
be with my blood, the cause of the 
Fascist revolution.” 

From the square the newly- 
enrolled legionnaires paraded down 
the Corso Umberto with the wind 
and rain lashing their faces all the 
way to the Victor Emmanuel II 
mionument, under which the Un- 
known Soldier sleeps. After giving 
the Fascist salute at that national 
shrine the youths and boys, 
drenched to the skin, dispersed to 
their habit=tions.

If dog-race promotion is to be

This is 5 per cent more than 
is charged at Fairmount and oth- 
er Illinois tracks, and at Fair 
Grounds Park, New Orleans. Al! 
Kentucky tracks henceforth will 
take only 6% per cent. In addi- 
tion, they pay out from $1500 to 
$2500 a day to the State for the 
privilege of racing. 

.The average horse racetrack 
costs 10 times more than a dog- 
racing plant, and the daily oper- 
ating cost is at least five times 
as much. 

Thus the horse tracks tax the 
public only a trifle more than 
half as much as the dogs, not- 
withstanding capitalization an4 
operating costs many times great- 
er. 

That’s bearing down hard. 


HEN the Maryland Racing 
Commission barred Harry 
Sinclair’s horses from Maryland 
race tracks it may have been re- 
minded of the running of one of 
the Rancocas Stable’s most fa- 
mous performers, Zev. in 1923. 
Zev was a Preakness and Der- 
by favorite in the early winter 
book betting. Entered in the 
Preakness, run in Maryland the 
week before the Kentucky Der- 
by, Zev performed miserably and 
was far out of the money. 


In mid-week Zev started in a 
short race, and surprised and 
pained those who had passed 
him up, by winning a fine vic- 
tory. The reversal was explained 
on the ground that Zev “obvi- 


Zev was no sprinter, for he gal- 
loped away with the derby pay- 
ing nearly 20 to 1 for the money 
wagered!

Just an Accident? 


OWEVER, that could have 

happened through the whim- 
sies of racing and not through 
calculation. When 15 or 20 
horses, the pick of the land, line 
for a race of one and one-quar- 
ter miles, accidents of the race 
may explain almost anything. 

A horse running on the “pole,” 
for example, as compared with 
another that was running five 
yards away from the pole, would 
cover about 62 feet less distance 
than his contender, in a one and 
one-quarter mile race. Every- 
thing else being equal this ad- 
vantage would mean a_ victory 
for the “pole” horse by more 
than five lengths!

REQUEST for Boston brown 
bread must be answered today 
or one of our faithful readers 
will be deep in disappointment. It 
seems she has discovered—in 4& 
can—baked beans that remind her 
of the Maine woods. And she 
wants brown bread to serve steam- 
ing hot with them. 

The lumber camps of Maine were 
famous for these beans, it seems. 


| Baked in an outdoor oven where 
‘for hours fragrant branches of 


pine burned to heat the clay sides 
these beans tasted deliciously of 
the sweet-sugar-cured pork, mo- 
lasses and br@ewn sugar. They had 
a woodsy flavor after their 24 
hours in an iron pot in the hot, 
hot embers. Impossibly good they 
tasted even to the lumberjacks whe 
had them two or three times a day. 
And now to wus. 

So. since our frienu has the 
beans on her emergency shelf for 
a hearty luncheon or supper sur- 
prise, we should devote today te 
Boston brown bread. 

One cup rye flour. 

One cup granulated cornmeal. 

One cup graham flour. 

Teaspoon salt. , 

Three-fourths teaspoon soda. 

Three-fourths cup molasses. 

Two cups sour milk. 

The recipe igs from the well 
known Boston Cooking School 
Cook Book, that court of last re- 
sort for New England recipes. 
Carefully measured and put  to- 
gether the bread should come to 
the table in a scant four hours 
mofst and dangerously tempting. 

Well, let's mako the brown 
bread. First, collect the working 
kit—sifter, measuring cup, mixing 
bowl, teaspoon, large spoon, 
steamer or large kettle of water 
and cover, well greased mould or 
several small baking powder cans 
and lids. The small moulds require
